1. Claims 1, 3-5, 7, 9-11, 13-14 are pending in this application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Please amend the application as follow: 
1 . (Currently) A data checking system for determine if necessary if necessary 
files and data have been entered into a computerized management system having a 
data base containing a plurality of files and data, the system comprising: 

an item list defining possible data including lesson plan information in the 
computerized management system; 

means for displaying the list and for enabling a the user to select one or more 
items in the item list as necessary for the management system; 

means enabling a the user request a search of the data base for the selected 
items; and 

means responsive to a request to search of the database for the selected items 
for conducting an inspection of the management system data base to determine the 
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presence or absence of the selected items including lesson plans and for reporting the 
results of the conducted inspection. 

3. (Currently) A data checking system for determine if necessary files and have 
been entered into a computerized educational management system having a data base 
containing a plurality of files and data, the system comprising: 

an item defining possible data in the computerized management system; 

means for displaying the list and for enabling a the user to select one or more 
items in the item list as necessary for the management; 

means enabling a the user to request a search of the data base for the selected 
items; and 

means responsive to a request to search the database for the selected items for 
conducting an inspection of the management system data base to determine the 
presence or absence of the selected items and for reporting the results of the conducted 
inspection; 

wherein the item list includes child development areas and the inspection 
conducting means determines the presence or absence of child accomplishment in the 
selected development areas. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 , 3-5, 7, 9-1 1 and 13-14 are allowed over prior art made of record. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance:

As to claim 1 , Pellegrino nowhere mention any need for a principle or 
management to determine if teachers have entered necessary items or data in an 
educational database, there is no suggestion that such selection and search request by 
a principle can lead to the determine whether or not all necessary lessons plans have 
been entered into the database and Pellegrino et al. report or list of lesson plans found 
by the search but this does not inform the principle of any missing lesson plans or other 
data" in conjunction with "an item list defining possible data including lessons plan 
information in the computerized management systems and means for displaying the list 
and for enabling the user to select one or more items in the item list as necessary for 
the management system; and means for enabling a user to request a search of the data 
base for the selected items." 

Claim 13 depended on claim 1, therefore, claim 13 is allowed under the same 
reason as to claim 1 . 

Claim 4 is a method performs in the computer system of claim 1 ; therefore, claim 
4 is allowed under the same reason as to claim 1 . 

Claims 5, 7, 10-1 1 and 14 are depended on claim 4; therefore, they are allowed 
under the same reason as to claim 4. 

Claim 3 is allowed under the same reason as to claim 1; in addition Pellegrino 
and Ho do not disclose, "wherein the item list includes development areas and the 
inspection conducting means determine the presence or absence of child 
accomplishment in the selected development areas. 
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Claim 9 is depended on claim 3; therefore, claim 3 is allowed under the same 
reason as to claim 3.
